Which  takes  precedence,  study  or 
deed?  Rabbi  Tarfon  and  Rabbi 
Akiva  debated  the  merits  of  the 
two,  with  Rabbi  Tarfon  stating: 

“Deeds  are  greater.”  Rabbi  Akiva  responded: 

“Study  is  greater,  for  study  brings  about  deeds 
(B.T.  Kiddushin). 

Nearly  two  thousand  years  later,  our  tradition 
continues  to  value  both  deeds  and  study.  The  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  community  distinguishes 
itself  through  its  involvement  with  social  action 
projects,  our  High  School  Food  Pantry,  our  Bikur  Cholim 
committee  and  others.  I  am  eagerly  looking  forward  to  our  annual 
Vicki  K.  Wimpfheimer  Mitzvah  Day,  a  day  that  will  undoubtedly 
lead  to  many  more  days  filled  with  good  deeds. 

And  yet  as  the  new  year  of  synagogue  programming  opens, 
it  is  clear  to  me  that  we  follow  Rabbi  Akiva’s  way  of  thinking. 
The  amount  of  learning  that  will  begin  this  fall  astounds  me.  Our 
schools  -  the  Early  Childhood  Center,  the  Congregational  School 
and  the  Judah  Nadich  High  School  are  off  to  a  great  start  and  we 
are  pressing  to  make  them  even  better. 

For  adults,  there  are  opportunities  every  day  of  the  week. 
Monday  nights  are  filled  with  Hebrew  and  synagogue  skills 
classes.  Tuesday  nights  feature  classes  taught  by  the  P.A.S.  clergy 
and  a  series  of  opportunities  to  study  with  scholars  from  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary. 

I  am  particularly  thrilled  that  P.A.S.  will  be  hosting  the 
Florence  Melton  Adult  Mini-School.  Adults  who  sign  up  for 
this  opportunity  on  either  Wednesday  nights  or  Thursday 
mornings,  will  experience  an  internationally  acclaimed  learning 
curriculum,  both  sophisticated  and  accessible  (no  prerequisites  or 


Hebrew  required).  Comprehensive,  engaging  and 
pluralistic,  this  class  will  give  you  the  building 
blocks  from  which  to  build  a  lifetime  of  learning. 

Our  midtown  lunch  and  learn  sessions  will 
continue,  as  will  our  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
mid-day  learning  in  the  synagogue.  Rabbi  Rein 
and  I  will  continue  teaching  classes  each  week 
following  minyan,  and  our  Shabbat  morning  study 
sessions  continue  in  the  Library  before  services. 
The  list  goes  on  and  on,  from  Moonbeams  to 
holiday-themed  workshops,  to  JTS  evenings  of 
study  in  private  homes,  Shabbat  dinner  guest  speakers,  monthly 
Friday  morning  ECC  parent  sessions  and  beyond.  We  are  even 
hoping  to  begin  a  monthly  class  for  adults  during  Congregational 
School  weekday  afternoon  hours  when  Rabbi  Rein  and  I  will 
teach  an  exciting  new  Mitzvah  Initiative  curriculum  offered  by 
JTS. 

I  could  not  be  prouder  of  our  ambitions  in  the  area  of  adult 
learning.  As  Rabbi  Akiva  knew  way  back  then,  Torah  study  is  the 
foundation  for  all  our  other  Jewish  endeavors.  Signing  up  for  a 
class  is  also,  without  a  doubt,  the  single  best  way  to  meet  people 
in  the  community  -  regardless  of  the  topic!  As  we  begin  this  new 
year,  I  encourage  everyone  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
awaiting  you  at  the  synagogue.  As  another  famous  rabbi,  Hillel, 
once  advised,  "Do  not  say,  ‘when  I  have  free  time  I  shall  study,’ 
for  you  may  perhaps  never  have  any  free  time."  (Mishnah  Avot)

The  most  joyous  time  of  year 


As  our  community  transitions  from 
the  solemnity  of  Rosh  Hashanah  and 
Yom  Kippur  to  the  festivity  of  Sukkot 
and  Simhat  Torah,  I  hope  that  our 
High  Holy  Day  services  brought  spiritual  renewal 
and  meaning  to  each  of  you.

Julia  Andelman 

Rabbinic  Director  of  Lifelong  Learning 


Rabbi  Julia  Andelman  joined  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  as  the  Rabbinic 
Director  of  Lifelong  Learning  in  August 
2009.  A  native  of  Newton  and  Brookline, 
Massachusetts,  Rabbi  Andelman  received  her 
rabbinic  ordination  from  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  and  her  B.A.  in  Visual  Arts  from 
Harvard.  Between  college  and  rabbinical  school, 
she  spent  three  years  engaged  in  intensive  text 
study  at  the  Conservative  Yeshiva  in  Jerusalem, 
where  she  also  worked  part-time  in  recruitment, 
publicity,  curriculum  development,  and  general  administration. 

Before  joining  P.A.S.,  Rabbi  Andelman  served  most  recently 
as  the  spiritual  leader  of  Congregation  Shaare  Zedek  on  the 
Upper  West  Side.  Previously  she  served  as  the  part-time  interim 
spiritual  leader  of  Beth  Jacob  Synagogue  in  Hamilton,  Ontario 
and  as  the  rabbinic  intern  at  Congregation  Ansche  Chesed  in 
Manhattan.  Rabbi  Andelman  also  worked  extensively  with 
Kehilat  Hadar  in  Manhattan  in  a  variety  of  leadership  capacities 
over  the  course  of  five  years. 

Rabbi  Andelman  has  taught  widely,  especially  in  the  areas  of 
Talmud  and  prayer,  at  a  broad  range  of  Jewish  institutions.  She 


is  a  highly  regarded  ba  ’alat  tefilah  (prayer  leader) 
and  collector  and  teacher  of  Jewish  liturgical 
music.  Her  most  recent  CD  is  The  Bedtime 
Sh  ’ ma ,  a  compilation  of  Jewish  lullabies  that 
serves  as  a  companion  to  a  children’s  book  of  the 
same  name.  (Both  the  CD  and  the  book  are  in  the 
Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library.)  Rabbi  Andelman 
was  also  the  Artistic  Director  of  Pri  Eitz  Hadar , 
a  CD  of  prayer  melodies  from  different  Jewish 
musical  traditions.  Rabbi  Andelman  also  composes 
melodies  for  Jewish  liturgical  and  biblical  texts. 

In  2008  Rabbi  Andelman  was  named  one  of  "36  Under  36" 
by  The  Jewish  Week,  recognizing  innovative  young  leaders 
working  to  reshape  the  landscape  of  Jewish  life  in  New  York.  She 
is  a  proud  member  of  Rabbis  for  Human  Rights  North  America 
and  Keshet  Rabbis  (gay-friendly  Conservative  rabbis).  Rabbi 
Andelman  is  thrilled  to  be  joining  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
and  looks  forward  to  building  meaningful  and  transformative 
educational  experiences  in  partnership  with  the  P.A.S.

Rabbi  Julie  Schonfeld  is  the  Executive  Vice  President  of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  (RA),  the  interna¬ 
tional  association  of  Conservative/Masorti  rabbis.  Previously,  she  served  as  Director  of  Rabbinic  Devel¬ 
opment  for  the  Rabbinical  Assembly.  In  this  capacity,  Rabbi  Schonfeld  oversaw  many  issues  pertaining 
to  the  professional  placement,  support,  and  advanced  training  of  rabbis.  Rabbi  Schonfeld  has  initiated 
numerous  projects  on  behalf  of  the  RA  that  touch  on  areas  including  early  career  mentoring;  mediation 
and  dispute  resolution;  and  professional  boundaries  and  ethics.  Rabbi  Schonfeld  oversaw  a  landmark 
study  comparing  career  advancement  in  the  rabbinate  by  gender  and  spearheaded  several  new  initia¬ 
tives  pertaining  to  women  rabbis’  advancement.  She  represents  the  RA  on  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Hekhsher  Tzedek  Initiative  which  is  developing  an  ethical  certification  for  the  production  of  kosher 
food  products.  From  1996-  2001,  Julie  Schonfeld  served  as  Rabbi  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Judaism,  an  historic  congregation  on  the  Upper  West  Side  of  Manhattan.

Richard  pictures  his  Jewish  journey 
not  as  a  path,  but  as  concentric  circles,  in  which  he 
goes  deeper  and  deeper,  while  experiencing  wider 
and  wider  ripples. 

For  Richard,  the  treasure  at  the  center  remains 
Shabbat  services,  including  hearing  the  full  Torah  reading.  After 
taking  a  cantillation  class  with  Cantor  Abramson,  he  read  Torah 
for  the  first  time  in  Jerusalem  on  the  2007  congregational  trip. 

He  will  read  his  own  aliyah  on  Simhat  Torah  morning.  It  means 
especially  much  to  Richard  to  read  this  passage,  describing  the 
death  of  Moses,  because  the  first  reading  he  ever  did  was  about 
the  birth  of  Moses. 

Richard  loves  the  ritual,  music,  and  learning  at  P.A.S. ,  but 
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Richard  S.  Green  continued 


above  all  the  people,  whom  he  finds  truly  remarkable  -  both 
the  lay  leaders  and  the  professionals.  He  appreciates  that  there 
are  so  many  pathways  into  the  P.A.S.  community  -  worship, 
classes.  Arms  programs,  the  schools,  and  minyanim.  The  only 
thing  Richard  can  imagine  changing  about  RA.S.  is  for  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  membership  to  become  involved  as  he  has,  and 
to  enjoy  the  congregational  community  as  he  does.  On  second 
thought,  he  points  out  that  RA.S.  is  always  changing,  following 
the  dictum  to  “keep  the  best  and  improve  the  rest.”  Richard  feels 
fortunate  to  have  had  so  many  opportunities  to  be  involved  in 
RA.S.  -  with  the  Religious  Protocol  Committee,  the  Education 


Committee  (the  central  function  of  what  we  do,  he  says)  and  the 
Interim  Rabbi  and  Cantorial  Search  Committees.  Each  committee 
he’s  served  on  has  been  an  opportunity  to  learn,  from  other 
congregation  members  as  well  as  from  the  clergy. 

Richard  is  deeply  grateful  that  he  and  Elaine  have  had  the 
joy  of  bringing  up  Sam  at  P.A.S.  among  good  friends  who  share 
values.  He  can  imagine  no  greater  honor  than  to  be  recognized 
by  the  synagogue  in  the  context  of  a  holiday  service,  a  Torah 
reading,  and  ceremonies  that  celebrate  the  continuity  of  the  Torah 
and  our  congregation’s  commitment  to  Torah  education  and 
Torah  practice. 


Karen  Smul 


For  Karen  Smul,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is 
the  family  shul.  When  Karen  was  planning 
her  wedding,  she  and  her  mother  looked 
at  synagogue  after  synagogue  in  the  city. 

The  moment  they  stepped  into  the  sanctuary  at 
P.A.S.,  they  knew  they  had  found  the  right  setting.

Karen’s  parents  moved  from  New  Jersey  and  joined  P.A.S.  Her 
sister  and  her  sister’s  family  are  also  members,  and  their  brother 
and  his  family  belong  to  a  nearby  synagogue. 

Fellow  preschool  parents  became  Karen  and  Spencer’s  best 
friends.  They  pray  together,  socialize,  and  have  supported  each 


other  through  the  ECC  and  Congregational  School, 
through  the  Bar  Mitzvah  years  and  now,  through 
SAT’s  and  college  applications.  Karen  doesn’t 
promote  herself,  but  when  someone  else  suggests 
she  take  a  job,  she  volunteers.  She  has  served  as 
a  benefit  chair  for  the  ECC  and  was  active  in  the 
Congregational  School  parents’  association.  She 
joined  the  P.A.S.  Advisory  Board  in  2007  and  has 
served  on  the  Education  and  Gallery  Committees. 

Many  congregants  at  P.A.S.  know  Karen

The  School  Parents  Want 


Ron  Koas,  Educational  Director 

typical  Religious  School  curriculum  includes  Torah  study,  Hebrew  language,  Jewish  val¬ 
ues,  holidays,  and  history.  Although  many  people  agree  that  these  are  important  subjects  for 
Jewish  children  to  learn,  coverage  of  these  topics  in  the  curriculum  does  not  guarantee  that  a 
school  will  meet  the  needs  of  Jewish  families.  Indeed,  the  education  offered  by  a  supplemen¬ 
tary  schools  often  doesn’t  match  what  families  want  for  their  children. 

As  an  Education  Director,  I  consider  it  my  responsibility  to  be  in  constant  conversation  with  parents 
regarding  what  matters  to  them  in  terms  of  their  children’s  Jewish  education.  Schools  may  have  the 
formal  curricula,  but  parents  are  their  children’s  first  and  most  important  Jewish  teachers.  For  our  school 
to  be  successful,  we  must  be  partners  with  parents  in  helping  their  children  to  grow  up  with  positive 
feelings  about  being  Jewish.  We  want  our  children  to  like  being  in  synagogue,  not  only  to  know  how 
to  read  the  prayer  book;  to  enjoy  holiday  celebrations  in  addition  to  knowing  why  we  eat  certain  foods  and  how  to  say  the  blessings. 
Through  ongoing  conversation,  we  can  learn  what  is  important  to  parents  and  then  work  with  them  to  shape  our  school  so  that  it  meets 
their  needs. 

In  my  years  of  experience  as  a  Jewish  educator,  I  have  learned  that  in  addition  to  appropriate  content,  most  parents  want  the  fol¬ 
lowing  characteristics  in  a  supplementary  religious  school: 

•  Parents  want  their  children  to  feel  nurtured  and  cared  about. 

•  They  want  teachers  to  be  knowledgeable  in  developmentally-appropriate  practices. 

•  They  want  their  children  to  feel  comfortable  in  and  enriched  by  a  synagogue  setting. 

•  They  want  their  children  to  study  subjects  that  interest  them. 

•  Parents  do  not  want  to  feel  that  they  lag  behind  their  children  in  Jewish  learning. 

•  Most  of  all,  parents  want  their  children  to  be  happy. 

I  promise  to  ensure  that  our  school’s  atmosphere  is  a  positive  one.  I  know  that  for  many  parents,  “Hebrew  School”  was  a  place 
“we’ve  come  to  know  and  often  hate.”  This  does  not  have  to  be  the  case.  Our  Congregational  School  can  and  should  be  a  place  where 
children  are  enthusiastic  about  Jewish  learning  and  where  parents’  voices  are  heard.  Through  both  one-on-one  and  community- wide 
conversations,  we  can  build  partnerships  with  parents  in  order  to  create  a  Congregational  School  that  children  are  happy  to  attend  and 
parents  are  happy  to  support.

Poland  to  Israel  -  A  Journey  Through  Time,  July  2009 


ramparts,  scan  her  citadels.  ”  From  the 
moment  we  participants  on  the  Cantors 
Assembly  mission  landed  in  Israel, 
we  began  living  these  words  of  Psalm 
48.  The  sole  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
representatives  on  this  leg  of  the  mission, 
my  husband  Mitch  and  I  walked,  sang, 
davenned  and  rejoiced  with  the  people  and 
land  of  Israel. 


In  Tel  Aviv  we  had  the  honor  of  donat¬ 
ing  blood  with  the  American  Friends  of 
Magen  David  Adorn.  My  Russian  techni¬ 
cian  and  I,  conversing  in  Hebrew,  calculat¬ 
ed  the  difference  between  a  pint  and  liter 
donation  of  blood  (a  liter  is  slightly  greater 
in  volume). 

On  the  way  up  to  Jerusalem,  Mitch 
and  I,  along  with  the  other  Cantors  As¬ 
sembly  officers,  paid  a  visit  to  the  Masorti 
(Conservative)  synagogue  in  Modi ’in.  The 
small  shul  had  been  vandalized  that  week, 
and  we  held  a  minha  service  there  to  show 
our  solidarity  with  their  congregation.  We 
also  left  personal  donations  and  pledged 
to  strengthen  our  ties  with  the  community 
once  we  returned  home. 

I  had  been  charged  with  planning  the 
“welcome  to  Jerusalem”  ceremony  for  our 
group  of  300.  On  the  promenade  of  the 
Hebrew  University  on  Mount  Scopus,  we 
were  greeted  by  the  mayor  of  Jerusalem, 
and  we  sang  a  Shir  Hama  'alot  melody  by 
Cantor  Yossele  Rosenblatt,  who  is  buried 
just  yards  from  where  we  stood. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  our  week  in 


Israel  was  a  visit  with  Rabbi  Michael  and 
Naomi  Graetz.  We  drove  to  their  home 
in  Omer,  a  small  suburb  of  Beer  Sheva. 
Rabbi  Graetz  took  us  to  Tel  Beer  Sheva, 
a  nearby  archeological  site  dating  from 
the  4th  century  BCE.  Our  former  Interim 
Rabbi  is  a  regular  visitor  to  the  Tel.  He 
shared  his  enthusiasm  for  the  historic  and 
military  significance  of  the  site,  and  took 
us  down  about  40  feet  on  steps  hewn  into 
rock,  to  the  inside  of  a  2000  year  old  water 
cistern.  We  were  then  treated  to  a  delicious 
lunch  made  by  Naomi.  The  Graetzes  send 
their  regards  to  the  entire  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  community. 

Psalm  48  concludes,  “ Then  tell  her 
story  to  later  generations,  tell  of  our  God 
who  will  guide  us  forever.  ”  My  travels  in 
Poland  renewed  my  energy  to  teach  about 
our  Jewish  and  musical  heritage.  While  I 
cherish  every  visit  to  Israel,  this  one  with 
colleagues  strengthened  my  connections  to 
the  land,  people  and  God  of  Israel.
